The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record does not disclose or suggest the classification of plaque the basis of only a 
single image and determining an indicator value from the determined quantities of 
the different types of plaque. In the Acharya et al reference, an image is 
merely generated, the difference image, in which both different types of plaques can be 
simultaneously depicted for better visual analysis of the overall clinical picture of the 
patient. Acharya et al. also do not teach a display with a suggestion based on a 
comparison with a limit value as to whether a measure is to be implemented or not with 
respect to the patient.
